WASHINGTON, Det. 9 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt award e 
Congressional Medal of Honor to- 
day to three old friends who were 
heroes of the naval battle of Savo 
Island Nov. 12-15, in which.a huge 
Japanese force was driven away 
from the Americans occupying 
Guadalcanal Island. 

Posthumous awards were .made 
to. Rear Admiral Norman: Scott of 
Kirkwood, Mo., and Rear Admiral 
Danie] J. Callaghan of Oakland, 
Cal., who were. killed in the battle, 
The President‘ also signed the cita- 
tion for-a»medal. to Commander 
Bruce McCandless,. Long . Beach, 
Cal., to be delivered to him aboard 
the cruiser San Fran¢isco when- 
ever possible. 

In the battle, Admiral Callaghan, 
a former naval aid to Roosevelt, 
commanded a task force which 
sank 25 and damaged 10 Japanese 
warships and sank four Japanese 
transports during a three-day run- 
ning engagement. Admiral Scott 
commanded’ a division~of cruisers 
in the same force. Lieut. Com- 
mander McCandless served on the 
cruiser San Francisco, which was 
Callaghan’s flagship. . 

During the ceremony the Presi- 
dent also requested Admiral King, 
commander in chief of the fleet, to 
add to the citation for Admiral 
Scott recogntion of another victory 
off Cape Esperance on the night 
of Oct. 11-12. 

The Callaghan medal and cita- 
tion were handed by Roosevelt to 
a son, Lieut. Daniel Judson Calla- 
ghan, who was accompanied by an 
aunt, Mrs. William Callaghan, and 
her son and daughter, William and 
Jane. 

Norman Scott Jr., son-of Ad- 
miral Scott and a midshipman at 
the naval academy at Annapolis, 
accepted his father’s medal on be- 
half of his mother and brother, 
Michael Scott, who also.were pres- 
ent. 

The President began the cere- 
mony with the observation that it 
was an especially sad occasion be- 
cause all of the medal winners, 
particularly the two admirals 
killed in action, were “very close 
persona] friends.” 

The heroic death of Admiral Cal- 
laghan, as read by the President 
from the official citation, occurred 
as follows:

Reds Down 60 Transports 
— Nazis Using Even 
Mail Planes — Russian 

+ Bayonets Kill 700. 


MOSCOW, Dec. 9 (AP).—Ger- 
many’s armies, trying desperately 
to hold the siege of Stalingrad, are 
pressing mail planes and training 
ships into service in an attempt to 
reinforce their threatened troops, 
the Soviet Army newspaper ‘Red 
Star asserted today. 

The Red air force has downed 
60 Junkers 52s in three days, Red 
Star said. These are the regular 
German troop and supply carrying 
ships which the invader has béen 
using to bring reserves from Ger- 
many itself, Red Star claimed. 

Even the Hamburg 142, a mail 
plane, has appeared on the front, 
the Russians asserted, indicating 
the enemy’s shortage of transport 
aircraft. 

Train and trucks also were be- 
ing used in an effort to pour help 
through the narrow corridor held 
by the Nazis at Stalingrad. 

' Communiques in the last 24 
hours placed Nazi casualties on all 
fronts at approximately 3700 killed. 

While the Red Army’s advance 
generally had slowed on some sec- 
tors, particularly southwest of Stal- 
ingrad, Soviet authorities reported 
continued gains. 

Southwest of Stalingrad, the Ger- 
mans hit Red Army flanks with 
tanks and motorized infantry, and 
at some points, Red Star conceded, 
penetrated to the rear of Russian 
units,

Only One Bomber Lost— 


Fascists Invoke Law 
Compelling. Workers to 
Remain at Posts on 
Penalty of Death. 


LONDON, Dec. 9 (AP).—A flight 
of British bombers which took an 
hour to pass over the English 
coast made the 1200-mile round-trip 
flight over the Alps to Turin again 
last night and battered the Italian 
Royal Arsenal city and the Fiat 
works for the fifth time in less 
than a month. The Italians ad- 
mitted the raid caused “very heavy 
damage.” 

Only one plane was lost from the 
large force of Britain’s most power- 
ful bombers. Premier Mussolini 
already has ordered Turin cleared 
of non-essential civilians. Reuters 
quoted a Geneva dispatch to Mos- 
cOw as saying Mussolini had or- 
dered the “urgent evacuation” of 
the entire civili.n population from 
southern Italy, west coast 
and Sardinia, and had declared 
these areas defense zones, 

By both British accounts and the 
admissions of the Italian high com- 
mand the bombing was oné of the 
heaviest yet made in the campaign 
to blast Italy out of the war. 

The raiders again employed four- 
ton bormibs—the| biggest in the 
Royal Air Force’s arsenal—as well 
as many two-ton bombs and tens 
of thousands of incendiaries, 

An Air Ministry account said 
all crews reported large and con- 
centrated fires, 

The Italians said the total of 
dead was not yet known, They re- 
ported that the single British raid- 
er shot down plunged into the cen- 
ter of the city, killing all seven 
members of its crew. 

An Italian high command com- 
‘munique said “enemy planes car- 
ried out a violent raid last night 
over Turin, causing very heavy 
damage, especially to buildings in 
the central area, including a uni- 
versity and a hospital.”

Boisson Says All of French 
Africa ‘Intends to Inter- 
vene’ in War—Denies 
Germans Were Given 


U-Boat Bases. 


LONDON, Dec. 9 (AP).—A Reu- 
ters news agency dispatch from 
Rabat, French Morocco, quoted 
Pierre Boisson, Governor General 


of French West Africa, as saying 
that “Dakar and the rest of French 
Africa intend to intervene against 
Germany with their full strength 
as soon as we have received ma- 
on and equipment from Amer- 


Boisson denied Dakar has been 
used by the Germans as a subma- 
rine base or for any other purpose. 

An agreement with Boisson 
whereby the Allies are to use 
Dakar’s port and air fields and 
perhaps take over the 16 French 
warships there was announced 
Monday by Lieut, Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, American commander 
of Allied forces in North Africa. 

Effect on de Gaulle. 

While the agreement was regard- 
ed here as a greaat coup, it served 
further to complicate the contro- 
versy raging between the Fight- 
ing French of Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle and the Government set up 
in Africa under Admiral Jean Dar- 
lan as high commissioner. 

In the bitter and growing dis- 
pute de Gaulle’s attempt to take 
Dakar by storm on July 8, 1940, 
after a miscalculation of Boisson’s 
will and ability to resist stands 
against Darlan’s bloodless coup 
which won Boisson over to the 
Allies, 

Prime Minister Churchill will 
make a statement on Darlan soon 
to a secret session of Commons, 
but qualified observers doubt that 
any official expression will be 
made public, for President Roose- 
velt already has stated that Dar- 
lan, who says he is carrying out 
the true desires of Marshal Pe- 
tain, is nothing more than a mis- 
sioner of expediency. 

However, there is no uncertainty 
eoncerning the general attitude to- 
ward Darlan here. His name long 
has been anathema and British 
commitments to De Gaulle, how- 
ever ill-defined, probably would 
preclude any willing collaboration 
with Darian. 

The fact that Churchill rather 
than Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden is to make the initial state- 
ment on Darlan for the Govern- 
ment attaches special significance 
to the affair. A full debate is 
likely. 

In the House of Lords, Lord Elli- 
bank gave notice that he intended 
to ask the Government for assur- 
ance that the former Vichy Vice 
Premier holds only temporary 
rank as High Commissioner in 
North Africa, that he would relin- 
quish it soon and that the Govern- 
ment would have no further col- 
Jaboration with him. 

Roundup of Nazis in Africa. 

In Algiers, Admiral Darlan’s 
government issued an order for 
all Germans in French North 
Africa to report to police with 
their papers. Those not appearing 
will be subject to arrest, it was 
announced. 

French authorities in forward 
areas between Algiers and Tunisia 
have taken 200 Axis sympathizers 
into custody.

CHICAGO, Dec. 9 (AP).—Repre- 
sentatives of 350,000 railroad op- 
erating employes announced today 
they would ask for a 30 per cent 
increase in wages, or a minimum 
rise of $3 a day. 

Alvaney Johnston, president of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers, serving as spokesman 
for the five unions which run and 
man the country’s freight and pas- 
senger trains, said increased 
wages were necessitated by added 
responsibilities and hazards placed 


on employes, excessive hours, the 
man power shortage, higher liv- 
ing costs and the inequality of 
railroad pay compared to that in 
other industries. 

There has been a “breakdown” 
in the railroad industry, Johnston 
asserted, because many. skilled 
workers are leaving to go into war 
work where they are paid more for 
the same kind of work. 

The decision, by 750 union chair- 
men meeting since Monday, was a 
sequel to wage adjustment de- 
mands by the 15 non-operating 
brotherhoods, claiming a member- 
ship of about 900,000. They are 
asking for an increase of 20 cents 
an hour. 

A year ago the railroad unions 
demanded and obtained increases 
in pay, after threats of a nation 
wide strike: ‘A settlement accept- 
ed by management and labor Dec. 
1, 1941, provided an increase of 10 
cents an hour for the non-operat- 
ing personnel and 9% cents an 
hour for the operating workers.

Wheeling, W. Va., showed the 
year’s lowest adjusted rate, $10.50, 
The city with the lowest rate last 
year, Montgomery, Ala., at $8.13 a 
thousand in 1941, failed to report 
in this year’s survey. 

The most favorable record was 
shown by cities between 250000 
and 500,000 population. They re- 
ported the greatest decrease in ad- 
justed tax rate—31 cents on every 
$1000—and the smallest increase in 
assessed value.

Hard Fighting at Rzhev. 
The midnight communique pic- 
tured the most intensive fighting 
in salientg west of Rzhev. On an 
unnamed part of the central front, 
it said the Red Army unsheathed 
its bayonets and stormed a dom- 
inating height, leaving 700 dead 
and taking\ 61 prisoners. 

In that area, too, the Russians 
said they repulsed German tank 
and infantry attacks, killing 400 
Germans and overrunning four 
strong points. 

One German regiment, support- 
ed by 40 tanks, led an assault in 
the Rzhev area but the Russians 
said they turned back seven enemy 
attacks in the day. 

West of this bloody battleground, 
the midnight communique de- 
scribed the capture of garrisons 
and villages near Velikie Luki, 90 
miles from the Latvian border, 


Four hundred more Germans 
were reported killed northwest of 
Stalingrad where “our troops con- 
solidated their position and carried 
out reconnaissance into enemy de- 
fensive lines.” 

Southwest of Stalingrad, “our 
troops advanced on separate sec- 
tors.” The communique said the 
Germans were counterattacking, al- 
though they were repulsed with 
the loss of 900 men and scores of 
motor vehicles. 

No Gains at Stalingrad. 

For several days now, every Rus- 
sian communique has been devoted 
largely to accounts of German 
counteraction and virtually no ter- 
ritorial gains have been claimed in 
the Stalingrad area, freshly blank- 
eted with heavy snow falls. 

Red Star commented: “Losing 
districts of Soviet territory won at 
the cost of extreme bloodshed, the 
Germans will make their resistance 
even more stubborn and will 


at any opportunity.” Red com- 
manders were said to expect noth- 
ing but sharp, bloody battles. 

The Germans on the central 
front hold well-fortified positions 
and are fighting with skill and 
resolution. They have plenty of 
supplies, fuel and ammunition,

Such a description could apply 
to battleships either of the Ise 
or Huso classes, whereas the four 
old battleships of the Kongo class 
are between 27 and 29 years old. 

The Huso and Yamasiro, known 
as the Huso class, are the same 
size as the 29,330-ton Kongo battle- 
ships, but mount 12 14inch guns 
to the Kongo’s eight and are more 
heavily armored. 

The Ise and Hyuga, of the Ise 
class, are larger—29,990 tons each 
—and were Japan’s finest warships 
until it completed the 32,720-ton 
Nagato and Mutu.

HOW U.S. SMASHED 
DESTROYER FLEET 


New details of a subsequent na- 
val fight in the Solomons are 
given in the following stories:

WITH THE UNITED STATES 
FLEET IN THE SOUTHWEST 
PACIFIC, Dec. 3.—(Delayed.)— 
(AP).—The Japanese are a re- 
sourceful, stubborn and persistent 
foe. Badly beaten, they bounce 
back quickly with new tactics de- 
signed to meet the newest situa- 
tion.’ 

A battle off Savo Island Nov. 30 
again proved they cannot be taken 
lightly. Presumably short of bat- 
tleships and heavy cruisers in the 
Solomons area they, nevertheless, 
made a desperate effort to rein- 
force their shattered and hungry 
Guadalcanal Island troops with a 
convoy made up largely of de- 
stroyers. 

Previous Japanese attempts to 
reinforce Guadalcanal were sup- 
ported by heavily-gunned warships 
but, in all except one of the naval 
actions which ensued, the enemy 
took a bad beating. 

(A Washington Navy commu- 
nique Dec. 3 telling of this engage- 
ment, reported that Japanese 
losses included two large destroyers 
or cruisers sunk; four destroyers, 
two troop transports and one car- 
go ship sunk. American losses 
were announced as one cruiser 
sunk and other ships damaged.) 
Effective Torpedoes. 

In the Nov. 30 attempt, the 
enemy relied almost solely on de- 
stroyers. Their torpedoes were 
very effective. They sank one 
United States cruiser and damaged 
other ships. They fired only a few 
shells, none.of which hit our ships. 
Japanese gunfire was slow, des- 
ultory and unimpressive in con- 
trast of our rapid salvos, inter- 
spersed with star shells. 

Without their torpedoes, the 
enemy probably would have been 
wiped out but we were sufficiently 
damaged to be, unable tg pursue. 
Navy officers reported the enemy's 
torpedoes were “the most powerful 
known” and far more damaging 
than ours or the Germans. 

We also used torpedoes but it 
was impossible to determine the 
number of Japanese ships sunk by 
them and by shells, as both were 
timed to strike simultaneously. 


How Battle Developed. 

Here is how the battle developed: 

We were warned by our air 
scouts that the Japanese were 
moving in. We sped up Luenga 
Pass. Despite the blackness of the 
night, after a rainstorm, we de- 
tected enemy destroyers off Cape 
Esperance at the northwest tip of 
Guadalcanal. They were steaming 
southeast toward Tassafaronga 
beach to try to land supplies. The 
Rear Admiral commanding our 
task force ordered his ships to 
close’ for battle. The destroyers 
closed in to two and one-half miles 
and fired torpedoes. The cruisers 
closed in to five miles and fired 
their main batteries. 

‘One Japanese ship immediately 
burst into flames and disappeared, 
probably hit by both torpedoes and 
shells. A second enemy ship, sil- 
houetted briefly by a flash, seemed 
to disintegrate. Great pieces of 
the ship flew through the air in all 
directions. 

There were many explosions as 
torpedoes struck the enemy ships 
or the shore and as Japanese mag- 


jazines blew up. Our ships were 


shaken *2** by the concussion 
f their own fire. 
: One enemy heavy cruiser fled at 
the first salvo. Our Admiral said 
he believed it was a survivor of 
the mid-November battle in which 
the Japanese suffered heavy losses, 
and was under orders to save it-

HERE is in the making today 

a question of such importance

Bernard Baruch, who was chair- 
man of the War Industries Board, 
has told us that “with the signing 
of the Armistice, the purchases of 
the Allies and our own great de- 
partments coming to an end, the 
power of the board, without fur- 
ther additional legislative author- 
ity, ceased, and it was possible to 
do only what was done—to wind 
up its work as quickly as possible.” 
Grosvenor Clarkson, who was 
chairman of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense and was later to 
write a semi-official history of the 
times, has told us how responsible 
men “refused to believe that there 
was any problem of de-control. .. 
Within a week the commodity sec- 
tions had dissolved and quiet 
reigned in the rooms that had so 
long been the motor centers of the 
industry of a continent. ... The 
magnificent war . formation of 
American industry was dissipated 
in a day; the mobilization that had 
taken many months was succeeded 
by an instantaneous demobiliza- 
tion.” 
This inegative policy, which 
Harding called the return to nor- 
malcy, meant that the soldiers 
were discharged with no prepara- 
tion to take care of them, war or- 
ders canceled, war workers let out, 
prices unfrozen, priorities and ra- 
tioning abolished, and the pent-up 
inflation uncorked.

It would take a demon statistician:to figure the 
‘number of man-hours lost, engagements missed, colds 
contracted and tempers frayed among the crowds of 
people standing at frigid street corners for prolonged 
periods, since gasoline rationing took effect, waiting 
for a bus or a street car 

It is @ common experience to see several busses, 
too crowded to take on more passengers, whiz by 
without stopping.. When a person does get aboard, 


nigh suffocated before reaching his destination. 
People living in county suburbs report spending two 
hours or more on their way home, 

Clearly, public transportation is at present St. 
Louis’ No. 1 problem. What is going to be done 
about it? 7 

The first thing that should be done is for the 
Board of Aldermen to pass speedily the pending bill 
for a Transportation Administrator. ‘This official- 
should have the dmstic and sweeping powers that 
are necessary for meeting the emergency. 

Staggering of store and office hours is essential 
for reducing the transportation peak loads that are 
now causing intolerable congestion, Voluntary stag- 
gering of hours has brought only incomplete and 
unsatisfactory results. The Transportation Adminis- 
trator should be able to regulate the hours of busi- 
ness firms, He should also regulate the routes and 
schedules of street cars and busses. 

This is a program that cannot be adopted a mo- 
ment too soon. The public hearing tomorrow will 
doubtless bring out some helpful points. Then the 
Board of Aldermen will perform a public service if 
it passes the bill at once. 

This is a community problem, and it will require 
all-out community co-operation. The Public Service 
Co., the schools, the city government, the police, 
citizens—all can play a part in solving it. 

The emergency requires that every unit of Public 
Service equipment that can run with safety be im- 
pressed into use. It requires, also, a re-study of 
the company’s pass system. As it is, the weekly 
Passes increase the number of passengers, as they 
were intended to do when adopted. Pass-holders 
take unnecessary trips, often of only a few blocks, 
because of this privilege. If the pass were abolished 
for the duration (with an equivalent reduction in 
fare, in justice to the public), congestion would be 
reduced. 

The schools can follow the example of business 
in staggering hours. Students are now a large 
partsof the morning traffic jam. If school opened 
only 20 or 30 minutes later, both workers and stu- 
dents would benefit. 

The city can help by reducing the number of stop 
signs.. With auto traffic greatly curtailed, there 
are many points at which these safeguards are no 
longer needed. Their elimination would speed traf- 
fic, and also save rubber and gasoline. 

Some added alertness by traffic police can also 
help in speeding the movement of traffic. With the 
heavy burden on street cars and busses, they deserve 
the right of way over other traffic in order to main- 
tain their schedules. | 

Hundreds of persons are now traveling by means 
of car pools, but we are convinced that this method 
can be greatly extended. As it is, many difficulties 
are encountered in gathering a group of four or 
five persons in ‘a neighborhood who go and come 
at the same hours and in the same directiom Most 
drivers with A cards no longer take their cars to 
work, and so are swelling the crowds that use public 
transportation. Meanwhile, the cars are standing 
idle, whereas an efficient share-ride system would 
make them useful in this emergency. 

Some business houses, factories, private organiza- 
tions and individuals have attempted to develop car 
pools. They have succeeded in some degree, but 
they have only scratched the surface. 

What is needed is a broad plan to cover the 
whole community. This would seem an ideal job 
for the Civilian Defense organization. It is set up 
throughout the area on a block-by-block basis. Its 
air-raid wardens know their neighborhoods thor- 
oughly. Why could they not take over the job of 
distributing data cards, as they did in the recent 
air-raid precautions survey, and then use the in- 
formation for forming car-pool groups? Here is a 
real opportunity for the OCD to perform a valuable 
public service. 

What the city now faces is literally a crisis in 
transportation. It will have to be mastered. The 
only way this unprecedented wartime problem can 
be solyed is by strong and intelligent leadership 
plus full public co-operation.

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SHOULD THE MILK ORDINANCE BE RELAXED? 

Health Commissioner Bredeck has come out 
against the proposal of several dairies to rélax some 
of the standards of the St. Louis milk ordinance 
because of a current shortage of this important food. 
They are especially interested in letting the bars 
down in connection with Grade C milk which is to be 
used for by-products. 

However, Dr. Bredéck has pointed out that by- 
products—cheese, butter, etc.—should be just as 
wholesome as milk itself. If it ts important that 
liquid milk for drinking purposes should come from 
healthy cows in clean barns and that it should be 
properly pasteurized, it is equally important that 
these other edibles should be surrounded by proper 
health safeguards, 

It is likely that there will be an increased de- 
pendence on milk and milk products in many house- 
holds because of the shortages of other foods, and 
also because sharp increases in prices have carried 
some of these beyond the reach of thinner purses. 
This is all the more reason why every effort should 
be made to see to it that St. Louis milk and its by: 
products remain wholesome and sanitary. It should 
continue to be a valuable food and not a potential 
health menace.

interest due, 

The facts surrounding the loan not only arouse 
deep misgivings in the minds of anyone who is con- 
versant with the terms upon which real estate 
loans are usually made, but the grand jury found 
they violated the statutory requirements concerning 
loans of schools funds in four respects: 

The property which secured the loan was not 
worth double the amount of the loan; it was 
incumbered by other mortgages; the Thumms 
were not residents of St. Louis County; the 
guarantors of the loan were not residents of 
the county and did not own property equal to 
the amount of the loan. 

So a start has at last been made toward a com- 
plete exposure of the notorious Thumm loan and 
the bringing to justice of those responsible for 
any crime in connection with it.

This tax certainly has features which recommend 
it over a direct sales tax. It would not’ fall on 
the absolute necessities of living, and it would def- 
initely encourage savings which would be both anti- 
inflationary and a cushion against any post-war 
depression. But those who are still cool to the pro- 
posal point out that it would be levied most heavily 
on the heaviest spenders, in other words, on those 
who are already paying the heaviest income taxes. 

However the debate may run, it is clear that higher 
taxes are in order. To be effective, these must be

urges State action to check the rolls and eliminate “free riders.”

NYONE acquainted with a half-dozen 
able-bodied Missourians on the old-age 
assistance rolls can’t help but feel that 
some thousands are no longer in need. 
The State Social Security Commission is 
making a sample check to try to get a pic- 
ture of the situation. While the rolls are a 
little smaller than a year ago, the general 


‘need has been turned upside down. 


The change is in jobs. Some, nobody 
knows how many, are getting jobs of their 
own. An age of 65 or 70 is no longer a bar 
to employment. Others should be helped 
by their children or other near relatives 
who are drawing good wages, 

On the face of it, the need should be 
greatly reduced. More people are working 
than at any time in 20 years. 

Another group, the persons entitled to 
old-age insurance, has demonstrated the 
change. The great majority of these peo- 
ple are refusing to give up their jobs in 
order to collect their insurance. They have 
to make a choice, one way or the other. 


State Policy is Lenient. 


The pensioners don’t have to make a 
choice, They can take jobs and leave it to 
the social workers to find out about them. 
If their children get good jobs, the social 
workers have the double task of getting the 
information and persuading the children to 
take back their responsibilities. The State 
office itself holds to a lenient policy that 
assumes a heavy pension load. 

It is doubtful whether a sample check 


of the rolls can uncover the real situation. 
It is a game of hide and seek. Once on, it 
is hard to get anybody off. The Public As- 
sistance Bulletin published by the local 
social security office reports that some pen- 


sioners are voluntarily asking that their 


names. be taken off the rolls, But such 
high-minded people are rare. 

The heavy losers from overloaded rolls 
are the helpless persons who have neither 
income, jobs nor relatives. Their need is 
greater in wartime. Until this month, their 
pension checks were cut from the legal 
$30 down to around $20. They were cut be- 
‘cause the money is spread too thin, Part 
of it must go to the people who don’t need 
it. 


Fewer Now Deserve —— 


No matter what the figures show, any 
common sense person knows that the free 
riders are increasing with the flood of new 
job money, If we didn’t already have the 
pension system, nobody would propose start- 
ing it at a time like this, ' 

One difficulty is fear. Pensioners still 
remember the months they waited for the 
approval of their applications, They don’t 
want to risk another wait to be restored 
when the jobs run out. It is a needless fear 
because the Social Security Commission no 
longer has a waiting list, | 

The main trouble is the job itself, Only 
strong State action can clean up the pen- 
sion rolls. It is a hard, ticklish job, not like- 
ly to be undertaken.

Perhaps 
our greatest feat was the raid of 
Sept. 22 against Bengasi when half 
the port was destroyed, Subse- 
quently bombing rendered this in- 
valuable harbor almost useless to 
the Axis,

Board Is Notified That They Will Not Submit 
to Its Jurisdiction—-Contend Law 
Doesn’t Cover Civil Service Cases. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 9 (AP).—The 
mayors or city managers of 79 
cities have “respectfully and pub- 
licly” notified the War Labor 
Board “that we. cannot at any 
time submit to its jurisdiction any 
alleged dispute with city em- 
ployes.”

“‘Accordingly, administrative of- 
ficials and employes alike are gov- 
erned and guided, and in many in- 
stances restricted by laws which 
establish policies, procedures or 
rules in personnel matters. 

“‘A strike of public employes 
manifests nothing less than an in- 
tent on their part to prevent or 
obstruct the operations of govern- 
ment until their demands are sat- 
isfied. Such action looking toward 
the paralysis of government by 
those who have sworn to support 
it is unthinkable and intolerant.’”

Newark Challenges Board’s Au- 
thority in Municipal Strike. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (AP).—

Oysters are an excellent food and 
Pease has calculated that the val- 
ue of oysters is a little higher than 
that of cow’s milk, owing to the 
high content of calcium, iron and 
all the vitamins. 

Another highly nutritious food, 
rich in vitamins, is oatmeal. A 
good many adults have gotten out 
of the habit of eating oatmeal, 
but during the war they can ‘get 
back in, 

There seems to be little dan- 
ger that in North America we are 
going to face anything that even 
faintly resembles starvation, but 
in order to be comfortable I am of 
the opinion that we are going to 
have to rearrange our food habits 
and forget about some of our food 
prejudices. 


Questions and Answers. 


F. J. M.: I have been rejected 
by the Army because of “albumi- 
nuria, persistent, cause undeter- 
mined.” I feel good and am in 
perfect health, 28 years old. What 
should I do about this condition? 

Answer: I have seen a number 
of these cases of albuminuria in 
otherwise healthy young men.

F you are bothered by the un- 
| crisp lower crust of an apple 
pie, apple cobbler is the thing 
for you. Whether made with pas- 
or with baking powder bis- 
cuit dough, the single upper crust 
is always thoroughly baked and 
never gets soggy, while the juici- 
ness of the filling becomes an as- 
set instead of a liability. Just as 
with a regular double-crust pie, 
there must be plenty of steam 
vents in that upper crust, to avoid 
boiling over. And to be on the 
gafe side, put a cookie sheet in 
the bottom of the oven; it’s easier 
to clean even a single drip from a 
cookie’ sheet than from the oven 
itself. 
Apple Cobbler. 

One cup all-purpose flour, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, one and one- 
half teaspoons baking — * one 
teaspoon sugar, three tablespoons 
shortening, one-third cup milk, 
one and three-fourth pounds tart 
apples (about five), three-fourths 
cup water, one and one-third ta- 
blespoons cornstarch, one-eighth 
teaspoon cinnamon, one tablespoon 
butter, one-fourth cup sugar.

ical beauty can be destroyed 

through incorrect posture while 
sitting, walking or standing. This 
is brought to our attention now 
through health authorities who 
have been concerning themselves 
with prevalent absentism in war 
plants. Frequent absences are 
caused by fatigue and occupational 
aches and pains which come from 
poor posture while working, -and 
lack of corrective exercises after 
the day’s work is done. 


If you sit slumped at your work, 
your abdomen bulges, your chest 
sinks, your shoulders round for- 
ward and your’ head is strained 
forward because your spine no 
longer supports it adequately. Just 
imagine what your figure would be 
if you permitted these unhealthy, 
unlovely curves to develop chron- 
ically! 


Your back should be almost as 
straight when you are sitting as 
when you are standing in good 
posture. Your shoulders should be 
back but relaxed, and your, head 
nicely poised. If your table or 
desk is too low to permit you to 
see your work when you are sit- 
ting in good posture, then it should 
be raised to meet your hands and 
eyes.

Nye, who gives me permission to 
print it: Stand with one foot slight- 
ly ahead of the other near a 
straight back chair. Have the calf 
of the rear’leg against the chair. 
Bend your knees, keep your upper 
body straight and lower yourself 
as if you were going to sit down— 
but don’t!: When you are almost 
on the chair seat, rise again slow- 
ly to standing position. 
this exercise four or five times. to 
get the feel of sitting with a 
straight body and to strengthen 
the leg and thigh muscles you 
need for doing it. 

When at last you do sit down— 
do not slump. Force yourself to 
check your sitting position every 
once in a while. Your abdomen is 
pulled in, your shoulders and head 
are back, but In easy poise.
